Caril Fugate Case Sent 
Back To State Courts 


. . . NEW NEBRASKA LAW CITED IN RULING 


St. Louis, Mo. (UPI)—The 


U.S. Court of Appeals Friday 
turned the case of Caril Ann 
Fugate over to the Nebraska 
state courts for a determina- 
tion of whether her constitu- 
tional rights were violated in 
her arrest and trial for mur- 
der in 1958. 


Miss Fugate, now 21, seeks 


release from the Nebraska 
Women's Reformatory, where 
she is serving a life sentence 
for her part in the killing of 
one of 11 persons murdered 
by her companion, Charles 
Starkweather. He was electro- 
cuted. 


The appellate court or- 


dered dismissal ot a habeas 
corpus petition filed by Miss 
Fugate in the court of U.S. 
District Judge Robert V a n 
Pelt of Lincoln, Neb. 


The court noted in its opin- 


ion that the Nebraska legis- 
lature had enacted in April 
a statute which provides a 
post conviction remedy f o r 
prisoners seeking release on 
the grounds that their rights 
under federal and state con 
stitutions have been violated. 


"We believe the Nebraska 


courts should be afforded an 
opportunity to fully explore 
the pertinent facts and cir- 
cumstances and to review 
Miss Fugate's conviction in 
the light of the standard and 
concept enunciated in the Es 
cobedo case," the appeallate 
court said.

would be underfunded. 


Bauer Opposed 


Sen. 
Hal Bauer of Lincoln, 


chief sponsor of the bill, said 
he would resist the Bowen 
amendment if it is offered on 
the floor. 


Such a limit is "meaning- 


ess since it would be subject 
.0 change by any Legisla- 
ture," Bauer said, and he 
noted that there is no limit on 
;he present s t a t e property 
tax mill levy which would be 
replaced by LB797. 


Bauer said he will offer two 


technical amendments to meet 
objections voiced by the at- 
torney general's office. 


Third Amendment 


The Lincoln lawmaker said 


he has "a hunch" that a third 
amendment will also be pro- 
posed to strike provisions of 
the bill which require report- 
ing of all payments of more 
than $600 for any purpose. 
Such a provision could allow 
a check to see whether the re- 
cipient reported the payment 
as income. 


Bauer believes that original

got a look at the gunman said 
she had been walking along 
the block by the bank and 
"saw a young man come out 
of the bank door." She said 
he appeared "real calm. He 
wasn't running or anything." 


Little Attention 


She said she saw him open 


the car door but paid little 
attention because she didn't 
notice anything wrong. A few 
minutes later as she passed 
the bank again, the corner 
was crowded with people. 


Bank President Andy Kjeld- 


gaard, one of the murder vic- 
tims, and his brother, Carl, 
come from a long-established 
Big Springs family. Andy was 
a bachelor. Carl's son, Frank, 
is the lone survivor of Fri- 
day's shootings. Another son, 
Wayne, mainly takes care of 
the family farming operation 
southeast of town.

He 
said it would not be known 
until an autopsy is performed 
Saturday morning in J u 1 e s - 
burg, Colo., how many of tha 
shots struck the victim. 


State Safety Patrolman J. 


E. Burnett said a report came 
from Wauneta, some 85 miles 
southeast of Big Springs, that 
a car fitting the description 
of t h e getaway car had 
stopped there for gas. He said 
the report was that the man 
gave the service station at- 
tendant a fictitious Imperial 
address and then sped away. 
The incident occurred about 
mid-afternoon. 


There had been no con-

Such a limit is “meaning­ 
less since it would be subject 
to ch ange by any Legisla­ 
ture,” Bauer said, and h e 
noted th at th ere is no limit on 
th e p resent s t a t e p rop erty 
tax mill levy wh ich would be 
rep laced by LB79 7. 
Bauer said h e will offer two 
tech nical amendments to meet 
objections voiced by th e at­ 
torney general’s office. 
Third Amendment 
Th e Lincoln lawmaker said 
h e h as “a h unch ” th at a th ird 
amendment will also be p ro­ 
p osed to strike p rovisions of 
th e bill wh ich require rep ort­ 
ing of all p ay ments of more 
th an $600 for any p urp ose.

Bank President Andy Kjeld­ 
gaard, one of th e murder vic­ 
tims, and h is broth er, Carl, 
come from a long-establish ed 
Big Sp rings family .

Rich ards, Deuel County Sh er­ 
iff Floy d H. Stah r, FBI agents 
and several State Safety Pa­ 
trolmen continued th e investi­ 
gation in th e bank building 
Friday evening, barring re­ 
p orters from inside th e build­ 
ing. 
Th e bank building, a brick 
structure, is situated on a 
corner of th e th ree-block main 
street wh ich is th e U.S. 138 
route th rough Big Sp rings.

Washington UP) — Two labor 


unions and a group of major 
wheat millers, bakers and oth- 
er users of wheat for food, 
have organized to fight ad- 
ministration wheat legislation 
pending in Congress. 


The new group, known as 


the Wheat Users Committee, 
said the legislation would im- 
pose a 10% tax on bread. 


The legislation would re- 


quire millers and other proces- 
sors of wheat for food to buy 
marketing certificates at $1.25 
a bushel on all wheat used to 
supply domestic consumers. 


Money obtained from these 


certificates would be used to 
make payments to wheat 
growers cooperating with the 
government in restricting 
wheat production. 


R. Newton Laughlin, pres- 


ident of Continental Baking 
Co., has been named chair- 
man of the committee.

Swanson Building at 84th and 
West Dodge Road was brought 
under control in about an hour 
and a half, but not before 
calls had gone out four times 
for additional fire equipment. 


Heavy black smoke poured 


from the terrace level of the 
building but flames were not 
visible from the outside at the 
start of the fire. 


The fire started in a storage 


room used by several firms 
to store records. 


S. Paul Morgan, office man- 


ager of the International Stan- 
ley Corp., said Bernadine Zie- 
linski, a switchboard opera- 
tor, saw smoke seeping from 
under the door of the storage 
room and gave the alarm. 
When the door was opened the 
flames were discovered.

heist — the $2,702,976 robbery 
of the Lincoln National Bank 
and Trust Co. in 1930 — was 
carried out by six or seven 
bandits like clockwork and 
with no bloodshed. 


The Farmers State Bank at 


Big Springs, scene of Friday's 
robbery in the bloody tradi- 
tion of John Dillinger a n d 
Baby Face Nelson, was hit 
in 1959 by burglars w h o 
drilled the safe during a Jan- 
uary weekend for $16,000 to 
$17,000. 


However, Big Springs was 


the scene of one of the big- 
gest train robberies in Mid- 
western history in 1877 when 
a gang headed by famous out- 
law Sam Bass successfully 
held up a Union Pacific train 
and got away with $60,000 in 
gold coin. 


Four Tracked Down 


Four of the gang were even- 


tually tracked down with two 
being killed by a sheriff's pos- 
se. The loot was never re- 
covered. 


The holdup occurred at the 


isolated Union Pacific station 
20 miles west of Ogallala af- 
ter the station agent was 
forced to go along with hold- 
up plans. 


In recent Nebraska history, 


1954 was the big year for day- 
light bank robberies though 
burglars periodically h a v e 
punched small bank safes in 
the wee hours of the night. 


None of the bandits in the 


1954 holdups got far with the 
money before capture. The 
largest was $58,000 from the 
First State Bank at Scotts- 
bluff, but other one-man at- 
tempts included banks at Fre- 
mont, Murdock and Malmo. 


No holdups occurred for the 


next four years except for the 
1956 
stickup of the Citizens 


State Bank at Decatur f o r 
$6,830. 


A Ralston bank was hit for 


$19,000 in 1961, but the two 
bandits were later capturec 
and most of the loot recov- 
ered. 


More recently, two desper 


adoes robbed the Crossroads 
Shopping Center facility of the 
First Westside Bank of Oma 
ha, after capturing the bank 
manager and his wife a n d 
forcing him to open the bank 
safe the next morning before 
the bank opened.

Huge 1930 Robbery 
Caused No Deaths 


The Big Springs bank hold­ 
u p in which a l o n e bandit 
gu nned down three persons 
and wou nded a fou rth may 
well go down in Nebraska his­ 
tory as the most desperate.

co ntra st, 
Nebra ska ’s 
mo st fa mo us a nd la rg est ba nk 
heist — the $2,702,976 ro bbery 
o f the Linco ln Na tio na l Ba nk 
a nd Trust Co . in 1930 — wa s 
ca rried o ut by six o r sev en 
ba ndits like clo ckwo rk a nd 
with no blo o dshed. 
The Farmers State Bank at 
Big Springs, scene of Friday ’s 
robbery in the bloody tradi­ 
tion of John Dillinger a n d 
Baby Face Nelson, was hit 
in 1959 by bu rglars w ho 
drilled the safe du ring a Jan­ 
u ary weekend for $16 ,000 to 
$17,000. 
Howev er, Big Springs was 
the scene of one of the big­ 
gest train robberies in Mid­ 
western history in 1877 when 
a gang headed by famou s ou t­ 
law Sam Bass su ccessfu lly 
held u p a Union Pacific train 
and got away with $6 0,000 in 
gold coin.

Only a few thou sand dollars 
worth of bonds was ev er re­ 
cov ered and only one of the 
trio was ev er brou ght to ju s­ 
tice for the robbery .

The nation’s largest bank 
robbery for y ears — u ntil the 
Brinks holdu p in Boston—oc­ 
cu rred at the Lincoln Nation­ 
al Bank and Tru st Co. on 
Sept. 17,19 30. 
Flou rishing a machine gu n 
and ordering police to “mov e 
on,” marau ders looted the 
bank of cash and secu rities

In fiv e minu tes, the g a ng 
“wrecked” th e 16 -y ear-old 
bank which closed its d o o r s 
forev er two day s later.

A long-standing my th h a s

Life Line Of The Nation 


Chain Store 
Operations 


By WILLIAM 


Omaha is the focaU r*'"' 'bis week of 


hearings being conducted by the blue rib- 
bon Congressional National Commission On 
Food Marketing. In testimony from live- 
stock interests throughout the nation, com- 
mission members at the Omaha hearings 
are learning of the evils of vertical integra- 
tion. That is another way of saying monop- 
oly. 


As the term implies, it means the in- 


tegration of the entire food business into a 


single industry. It 
means an operation 
that produces, process- 
es and distributes food- 
stuffs. 
In the Omaha 


testimony, particular attention is being 
paid to the livestock industry. Livestock 
producers and feeders have appeared in 
wholesale numbers to condemn production 
and feeding on the part of chain stores and 
packers. It is maintained that this produc- 
tion and feeding are used to manipulate 
and control the cattle market, thereby elim- 
inating the play of competition and a fair 
price for the farmer's cattle. 


That is only the beginning of things for 


the commission. When it has completed its 
work, it will have examined every detail of 
the giant food business of this nation and 
that is an industry of tremendous magni- 
tude and obvious importance. 


In supporting the creation by Congress 


of the commission, Sen. Gale McGee of 
Wyoming said: "The food marketing indus- 
try today is one of our giant industries, in- 
volving expenditures of $70 billion annual- 
ly at retail and employing'about 11 million 
wage earners. In the days before the war, 
the bulk of grocery sales were made by the 
small, neighborhood grocery store." 


* 
Demonstrating the contrast that has de- 


veloped, Senator McGee continued: "Such 
a store might have averaged 800 square 
feet of floor space and stocked about 870 
different items. Today, the air-conditioned 
supermarket, with background music and a 
mammoth parking lot, contains 20,000 
square feet of floor space and stocks 6,000 
items. A very significant fact is that in the 
development of the supermarket, more than 
140,000 of the small, neighborhood grocery 
stores have gone out of business." 


Getting further into the nature of t h e 


problem that exists, the Wyoming Demo- 
crat noted that "today's American wage 
earner spends but 18.5 percent of his take- 
home pay to feed his family, the lowest 
percentage in the world. But at the same 
time that food costs have fallen in compar- 
ison to the cost of living, the percentage of 
the good dollar that winds up in the hands

of the farmers has steadily decreased also. 
Today the iarmer is in the worst price 
squeeze he has been in for 30 years. 


"Since 1947 farm prices for food have 


dropped 12 percent but retail food costs 
nave increased by 29 percent. Since that 
year the farmers have increased their pro- 
duction by 40 percent. At the same time 
tnt annual consumer food cost has in- 
creased by $26.2 billion. I would point out, 
Mr. President, that of that $26.2 billion, 88.5 
percent or $23.2 billion went to processors 
and marketing agencies and only $3 billion 
to the farmer." 


* 
It would be giving the wrong impres- 


sion if the reader concluded that here was 
a witch-hunt into'retailing for the benefit 
of the farmer. It would be giving the 
wrong impression if the reader concluded 
tnat here was an examination aimed at 
providing a foundation for retail price ma- 
nipulations to the detriment of the con- 
sumer. 


For one thing, many of the chain store 


and packer organizations have supported 
past inquiries along this line, along with ag- 
ricultural interests. This study will un- 
doubtedly show that the chain stores and 
packers are not making excessive profits, 
with the possibility of isolated exceptions. 
But what will be the ultimate outcome of 
forces now at work in the food marketing 
industry? 


The trend is leading toward eventual 


elimination of the farmer and rancher who 


make a living raising 
or feeding cattle. Is 
t h i s a process we 
want to see carried 
out to the end? Do we 


want to see this agricultural industry de- 
stroyed, as were the small neighborhood 
grocery stores? This is a decision we ought 
to make rather than just accepting what- 
ever happens. If this did happen, what 
would then be the situation faced by t h e 
American people, by the chain store cus- 
tomers? The packers, even, would probably 
in the end be brought to the mercy of the 
chain stores, unless they were able to hold 
onto sufficient retailing and processing op- 
erations themselves. 


But the movement toward a monopoly 


situation in food marketing is evident if 
present trends are left to continue. One 
wonders if this is the kind of situation we 
want to let develop or whether we would 
prefer to have the diversification and com- 
petition now provided through cattle pro- 
ducers and feeders. The commission holds 
a great responsibility in a vital area of our 
national life and our very survival.

Well, She Graduated 


The other day Vivian Malone received 


her degree with the graduating class at the 
University of Alabama. 


Normally that would not be a piece of 


national news. But as it happens Vivian is 
not white. Her entry two years ago at the 
University of Alabama was historic. She 
and another Negro were ordered away by 
Governor Wallace. It took the federalized 
National Guard and a federal court order 
to clear the doorway. We know of no other 
Alabama students who received 
such a 


noteworthy reception. 


Now it is over. Miss Malone has com- 


pleted her stay. She earned a B plus av- 
erage, which is better than most of the 
graduates. The nation has gained one more 
person with a well trained mind. 


Governor Wallace is still governor. He 


may remain in a prominent political part 


for many years. But in this instance he 
didn't come out very well. We do not know 
yet whether Miss Malone will either. She 
must face many other Governor Wallaces 
during the rest of her life in many ways. 
But at least she has the training and a 
proven capacity for a good and useful life. 
We wish her well. 


Incidentally, there were 10 Negroes in 


the student body at graduation time. None 
of them had to be ushered in by the Na- 
tional Guard, and Governor Wallace was 
evidently somewhere else when they en- 
tered. But they too are on their way to 
better training. 


These are the young people who ulti- 


mately must bear most of the load for ra- 
cial improvement. Their lives will not be 
as dramatic as those of the sitter-inners 
and the freedom marchers but they have 
the long range point to make. 


Debasing The Small Change 


The speculation about our silver coin- 


age has become a fact. President Johnson 
iias recommended that future dimes quar- 
ters and half dollars be coined with a 40 
per cent silver content. Presently the silver 
comprises 90 per cent. 


The debasing of the coinage has noth- 


ing to do with fiscal integrity. It is neces- 
sary because there is not enough silver to 
provide for the vast demand for coins. It 
is a case of cutting down the silver content 
or do without coins. The latter would frus- 
trate business possibly even to the point of 
bringing on a depression. 


The President has assured that the 


fixed price of silver will be kept low enough 
to prevent melting down existing coins for 
a profit. This means that the Treasury will 
«et the benefit. It now has a billion ounces 
of reserve silver. Dropping coin content by 


more than half will immediate more than 
double the effectiveness of the silver re- 
serve. And as the old 90 per cent coins are 
taken in they will provide for an issue of 
almost twice as many new coins. T h i s 
should bolster reserves enough to remove 
the metal problem from coinage for some 
while. 


Our problem with metallic currency has 


more to do with the fast economy t h a n 
with monetary theory. It was only about 
70 years ago that a presidential campaign 
was waged on whether to coin 16 silver dol- 
lars for every one gold dollar. Probably 
there wasn't any more gold and silver at 
hand then than now. But there wasn't near- 
ly as much business, either. We have come 
a long way since then. Neither gold n o r 
silver separately or together could sustain 
piesent day transactions. We have simply 
moved out of the gold and silver days.

Coleman's appointment is 


being pushed by Sen. J o h n 
Stennis of Mississippi, w h o 
snubbed Lady Bird Johnson 
when she toured the S o u t h 
last fall. 


When Southern j u d g e s 


came up for appointment un- 
der the late John F. Kennedy, 
Sen. Eastland, D-Miss., chair- 
man of the Senate Judiciary 
committee, exercised consid- 
erable influence. As a result, 
some of the most reactionary 
appointments of a decade 
were made under Kennedy, 
including U.S. District Judge 
Harold Cox, Eastland's class-

Administration officials have not yet 


determined where they went wrong in esti- 
mating the amount of taxes to be paid by 
individuals. The Treasury has collected 
31 5 billion more than expected, but this 
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huge windfall remains a puzzle. Some of- 
ficials argue that it reflects a surprise, one- 
s'lot rise in individual incomes while oth- 
ers think that the increase in incomes may 
turn out to be permanent. 


The correct solution to this SI.5 billion 


mystery must be found. It is of vital im- 
portance to the formation of effective 
economic policies. The Johnson Adminis- 
tration endorses modern economic theory 
which calls for shaping the Federal budget 
to promote expansion and which depends 
in large part on the size and timing of 
budgetary action—in the form of either tax 
reductions or increased spending. If Wash- 
ington is wide of the mark in its budget 
estimates, it may be too little and too late 
or too large and too hasty with policies 
based on the "new economics." 


It is good to h a v e the windfall, of 


coarse. But a mistake of this magnitude 
could throw the Administration plans for 
the forthcoming fiscal year out of whack; 
and if it occurred when the economy was 
sliding downhill, it might have very de- 
pressing repercussions.

Foster Parents

On May 25 The Star car- 


ried an article by Robert 
Peterson encouraging people 
to be foster parents in or- 
der to supplement their in- 
comes. I felt from the col- 
umn that prospective fos- 
ter parents might not fully 
understand the role of t h e 
foster parent and might mis- 
interpret the goals of foster 
care. 


In the past 30 years since 


the advent of ADC, the type 
of children in foster homes 
has changed radically. No 
longer is poverty alone con- 
sidered a sufficient reason 
for removing a child from 
his natural parents. There- 
fore, the children who a r e 
cared for in foster homes to- 
day are there because of 
more s e r i o u s problems. 
These are the children f o r 
whom foster care is needed, 
not typical children, to be 
sure, not like the child next 
door, but children neverthe- 
less who 
desperately need 


the stability of a perman- 
ent family home. 


Since these children pre- 


sent many problems and 
special services, providing a 
foster home requires more 
of the foster parents than 
providing a home for t h e 
"average" child. To be a 
good foster parent is hard 
work. But like all things that 
are 
difficult, its rewards 


are great. 


Many, people feel that fos- 


ter parents are motivated by 
money and are able to sup- 
plement their income by tak- 
ing foster children. This is 
not true. Too be a good fos- 
ter parent oftentimes costs 
money because these special 
children have special needs, 
many of which are not pro- 
vided for by the agency. It 


is possible, of course, to use 
children for financial gain. 
A family could accept six or 
seven children into t h e i r 
home at one time and pro- 
vide minimal care. In this 
way, their income could be 
nicely supplemented but at 
the expense of the children 
involved. 


The need for good perman- 


ent foster homes for special 
children increases daily as 
our population increases and 
we certainly would encour- 
age all people to consider 
providing a foster home. 
However, we would like to 
point out that approaching 
foster care with the motiva- 
tion of supplementing one's 
income is unrealistic and not 
in the best interest of the 
children involved.

Omaha is the focal poin t this week of 
htn rin gs bein g con du cted by the blu e rib­ 
bon Con gression al Nation al Commission On 
Food Marketin g. In testimon y from liv e- 
stock In terests throu ghou t the n ation , com­ 
mission members at the Omaha hearin gs 
are learn in g of the ev ils of v ertical in tegra­ 
tion . That is an other way of say in g mon op­ 
oly . 
As the term implies, it mean s the in ­ 
tegration of the en tire food bu sin ess in to a 
sin gle i n d u s t r y . 
It 
mean s an 
op e r a t i o n 
that produ ces, process­ 
es an d distribu tes food- 
Jy, 
Omaha 
testimon y , particu lar atten tion is bein g 
paid to tlie liv estock in du stry . Liv estock 
produ cers an d feeders hav e appeared in 
wholesale n u mbers to con demn produ ction 
an d feedin g on the part of chain stores an d 
packers. It is main tain ed that this produ c­ 
tion an d feedin g are u sed to man ipu late 
an d con trol the cattle market, thereby elim­ 
in atin g the play of competition an d a fair 
price for the farm er’s cattle. 
That is on ly the begin n in g of thin gs for 
the commission . When It has completed its 
work, it will hav e ex amin ed ev ery detail of 
the gian t food bu sin ess of this n ation an d 
that is an in du stry of tremen dou s magn i­ 
tu de an d obv iou s importan ce. 
In su pportin g the creation by Con gress 
of the commission , Sen . Gale McGee of 
Wy omin g said: “The food marketin g in du s­ 
try today is on e of ou r gian t in du stries, in ­ 
v olv in g ex pen ditu res of |7 0 billion an n u al­ 
ly at retail an d employ in g abou t 11 million 
wage earn ers. In the day s before the war, 
the bu lk of grocery sales were made by the 
small, n eighborhood grocery store.” 
★ 
Demon stratin g the con trast that has de­ 
v eloped, Sen ator McGee con tin u ed: “Su ch 
a store might hav e av eraged 800 squ are 
feet of floor space an d stocked abou t 870 
differen t items. Today , the air-con dition ed 
su permarket, with backgrou n d mu sic an d a 
mammoth parkin g 1 o t, con tain s 20,000 
squ are feet of floor space an d stocks 6 ,000 
items. A v ery sign ifican t fact is that in the 
dev elopmen t of the su permarket, more than 
140,000 of the small, n eighborhood grocery 
stores hav e gon e ou t of bu sin ess.” 
Gettin g fu rther in to the n atu re of t h e 
problem that ex ists, the Wy omin g Demo­ 
crat n oted that “today ’s American wage 
earn er spen ds bu t 18.5 percen t of his take- 
home pay to feed his family , the lowest 
percen tage in the world. Bu t at the same 
time that food costs hav e fallen in compar­ 
ison to the cost of liv in g, the percen tage of 
the good dollar that win ds u p in the han ds

of the farmers has steadily decreased also. 
Today the farmer is in the worst price 
squ eeze he has been in for .30 y ears. 
“Sin ce 1947 farm prices for food hav e 
dropped 12 percen t bu t retail food costs 
hav e in creased by 29 percen t. Sin ce that 
y ear the farmers hav e in creased their pro­ 
du ction by 40 percen t. 
Ai the .same time 
tn e an n u al con su mer food cost has in ­ 
creased by $26 .2 billion . I wou ld poin t ou t, 
Mr Presiden t, that of that $26 .2 billion , 88.5 
percen t or $2.3.2 billion wen t to processors 
an d marketin g agen cies an d on ly $3 billion 
to the farm er.”

Jt wou ld be giv in g the wron g impre.s- 
sion if the reader con clu ded that here was 
a Witch-hu n t in to retailin g for the ben efit 
of the farmer. 
It wou ld be giv in g the 
wron g impression if the reader con clu ded 
tiiat here was an ex amin ation aimed at 
p’-ov idin g a fou n dation for retail price ma­ 
n ipu lation s to the detrimen t of the con ­ 
su mer. 
For on e thin g, man y of the chain store 
an d packer organ ization s hav e su pported 
past in qu iries alon g tjhls lin e, alon g with ag­ 
ricu ltu ral in terests. This stu dy will u n ­ 
dou btedly show that the chain stores an d 
packers are n ot makin g ex cessiv e profits, 
with the possibility of isolated ex ception s. 
Ru t w'hat will be the u ltimate ou tcome of 
forces n ow at work in the food marketin g 
in du sfry ? 
The tren d is leadin g toward ev en tu al 
elimin ation of the farmer an d ran cher who 
make a liv in g raisin g 
or feedin g cattle. Is 
t h i s a process we 
wan t to see carried 
ou t to the en d? Do we 
wan t to see this agricu ltu ral in du stry de­ 
stroy ed, as were the small n eighborhood 
grocery stores? This is a decision we ou ght 
to make rather than ju st acceptin g what­ 
ev er happen s. If this did happen , what 
wou ld then be the situ ation faced by t h e 
American people, by the chain store cu s­ 
tomers? The packer.« ;, ev en , wou ld probably 
in the en d be brou ght to the mercy of the 
chain stores, u n less they were able to hold 
on to su fficien t retailin g an d processin g op­ 
eration s themselv es. 
Bu t the mov emen t toward a mon opoly 
situ ation in food marketin g is ev iden t if 
presen t tren ds are left to con tin u e. On e 
won ders if this is the kin d of situ ation we 
wan t to let dev elop or whether we wou ld 
prefer to hav e the div ersification an d com­ 
petition n ow prov ided throu gh cattle pro­ 
du cers an d feeders. The commission holds 
. i great respon sibility in a v ital area of ou r 
n ation al life an d ou r v ery su rv iv al. 


A Time For 
Decision 


Well, She Graduated 


The other day Viv ian Malon e receiv ed 
her degree with the gradu atin g class at the 
Un iv ersity of Alabama. 
Normally that wou ld n ot be a piece of 
n ation al n ews. Bu t as it happen s Viv ian is 
n ot white. Her en try two y ears ago at the 
Un iv ersity of Alabama was historic. She 
an d an other Negro were ordered away by 
Gov ern or Wallace. It took the federalized 
Nation al Gu ard an d a federal cou rt order 
to clear the doorway . We kn ow of n o other 
Alabama stu den ts who receiv ed su ch a 
n oteworthy reception . 
Now it is ov er. Miss Malon e has com­ 
pleted her stay . She earn ed a B plu s av ­ 
erage, which is better than most of the 
gradu ates. The n ation has gain ed on e more 
person with a well train ed min d. 
Gov ern or Wallace is still gov ern or. He 
may remain in a promin en t political part 


for man y y ears. Bu t in this in stan ce he 
didn ’t come ou t v ery well. We do n ot kn ow 
y et whether Miss Malon e will either. She 
mu st face man y other Gov ern or Wallaces 
du rin g the rest of her life in man y way s. 
Bu t at least she has the train in g an d a 
prov en capacity for a good an d u sefu l life. 
We wish her well. 
In ciden tally , there were 10 Negroes in 
the stu den t body at gradu ation time. Non e 
of them had to be u shered in by the Na­ 
tion al Gu ard, an d Gov ern or Wallace was 
ev iden tly somewhere else when they en ­ 
tered. Bu t they too are on their way to 
better train in g. 
These are the y ou n g people who u lti­ 
mately mu st bear most of the load for ra­ 
cial improv emen t. Their liv es will n ot be 
as dramatic as those of the sitter-in n ers 
an d the freedom marchers bu t they hav e 
the lon g ran ge poin t to make. 


Debasing The Small Change 


The specu lation abou t ou r silv er coin ­ 
age has become a fact. Presiden t John son 
has recommen ded that fu tu re dimes qu ar­ 
ters an d half dollars be coin ed with a 40 
per cen t silv er con ten t. Presen tly the silv er 
comprises 9 0 per cen t. 
The debasin g of the coin age has n oth­ 
in g to do with fiscal in tegrity . It is n eces­ 
sary becau se there is n ot en ou gh silv er to 
prov ide for the v ast deman d for coin s. It 
is a case of cu ttin g down the silv er con ten t 
or do withou t coin s. The latter wou ld fru s­ 
trale bu sin ess possibly ev en to the poin t of 
brin gin g on a depression . 
The Presiden t has assu red that the 
fix ed price of silv er will be kept low en ou gh 
to prev en t meltin g down ex istin g coin s for 
a profit. 'This mean s that the Treasu ry will 
get the ben efit. It n ow has a billion ou n ces 
of reserv e silv er. Droppin g coin con ten t by 


more than half will immediate more than 
dou ble the effectiv en ess of the silv er re­ 
serv e. .\n d as the old 9 0 per cen t coin s are 
taken in they will prov ide for an issu e of 
almost twice as man y n ew coin s. 
T h i s 
shou ld bolster reserv es en ou gh to remov e 
the metal problem from coin age for some 
while. 
Ou r problem with metallic cu rren cy has 
more to do with the fast econ omy t h a n 
with mon etary theory . It was on ly abou t 
70 y ears ago that a presiden tial campaign 
wa.s waged on whether to coin 16 silv er dol- 
lar.s for ev ery on e gold dollar. Probably 
there wasn ’t an y more gold an d silv er at 
han d then than n ow. Bu t there wasn ’t n ear­ 
ly as mu ch bu sin ess, either. We hav e come 
d lon g way sin ce then . Neither gold n o r 
silv er separately or together cou ld su stain 
ptesen t day tran saction s. We hav e simply 
mov ed ou t of the gold an d silv er day s. 


Editorial Of The Day 


The $1.5 Billion Question 


From The New York Times 
Admin istration officials hav e n ot y et 
determin ed where they wen t wron g in esti­ 
matin g the amou n t of tax es to be paid by 
in div idu als. The Treasu ry has collected 
$1 5 billion more than ex pected, bu t this 
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hu ge win dfall remain s a pu zzle. Some of­ 
ficials argu e that it reflects a su rprise, on e- 
shot rise in in div idu al in comes while oth­ 
ers thin k that the in crease in in comes may 
tu rn ou t to be perman en t. 
The correct solu tion to this $1.5 billion 
my stery mu st be fou n d. It is of v ital im­ 
portan ce to the formation of effectiv e 
econ omic policies. 
The John son Admin is­ 
tration en dorses modern econ omic theory 
which calls for shapin g the Federal bu dget 
to promote ex pan sion an d which depen ds 
in large part on the size an d timin g of 
bu dgetary action —in the form of either tax 
redu ction s or in creased spen din g. If Wash­ 
in gton is wide of the mark in its bu dget 
estimates, it may be too little an d too late 
or too large an d too hasty with policies 
based on the “n ew econ omics.” 
It is good to h a v e the win dfall, of 
coarse. Bu t a mistake of this magn itu de 
cou ld throw the Admin istration plan s for 
the torthcomin g fiscal y ear ou t of whack; 
an d if it occu rred when the econ omy was 
slidin g down hill, it might hav e v ery de­ 
pressin g repercu ssion s. 
We do n ot kn ow the an swer to the pu z­ 
zle. Bu t we do kn ow that fin din g the an ­ 
swer is n ot merely of academic in terest. 
Withou t more accu rate data on t he ele­ 
men ts makin g u p the bu dget, the ou tlook 
for the econ omy —an d the n ew econ omics— 
is hazy .

On May 25 The Star car­ 
ried an article by Robert 
Peterson en cou ragin g people 
to be foster paren ts in or­ 
der to su pplemen t their in ­ 
comes. I felt from the col­ 
u mn that prospectiv e fos­ 
ter paren ts might n ot fu lly 
u n derstan d the role of t h e 
foster paren t an d might mis­ 
in terpret the goals of foster 
care. 
In the past 30 y ears sin ce 
the adv en t of ADC, the ty pe 
of children in foster homes 
has chan ged radically . No 
lon ger is pov erty alon e con ­ 
sidered a su fficien t reason 
for remov in g a child from 
his n atu ral paren ts. There­ 
fore, the children who a r e 
cared for in foster homes to­ 
day are there becau se of 
more s e r i o u s problems. 
These are the children f o r 
whom foster care is n eeded, 
n ot ty pical children , to be 
su re, n ot like the child n ex t 
door, bu t children n ev erthe­ 
less who 
desperately n eed 
the stability of a perman ­ 
en t family home. 
Sin ce these children pre­ 
sen t 
man y problems 
an d 
special serv ices, prov idin g a 
foster home requ ires more 
of the foster paren ts than 
prov idin g a home for t h e 
“av erage” child. To be a 
good foster paren t is hard 
work. Bu t like all thin gs that 
are 
difficu lt, 
its 
rewards 
are great. 
Man y , people feel that fos­ 
ter parhn ts are motiv ated by 
mon ey an d are able to su p­ 
plemen t their in come by tak­ 
in g foster children . This is 
n ot tru e. Too be a good fos­ 
ter paren t often times costs 
mon ey becau se these special 
children hav e special n eeds, 
man y of which are n ot pro­ 
v ided for by the agen cy . It

is possible, of cou rse, to u se 
children for fin an cial gain . 
A family cou ld accept six or 
sev en children in to 
t h e i r 
home at on e time an d pro­ 
v ide min imal care. In this 
way , their in come cou ld be 
n icely su pplemen ted bu t at 
the ex pen se of the children 
in v olv ed.

Refusal To Change Motor Carrier's Certificate Upheld 


Supreme Court 
State 
Railway 


The State 


upheld the 
Commission Friday in refus- 
ing to change the wording of 
the certificate under which Al- 
bert Roy Andrews, doing busi- 
ness as Andrews Transfer & 
Storage, has been operating 
for many years as a motor 
carrier. 


The original operating au- 


thority granted March 31, 
1938, authorized the transpor- 
tation of commodities general- 
ly over "irregular routes from 
Madison County to and from 


Omaha, and occasionally to 
and from various points with- 
in the state of Nebraska at 
large." It was a "grandfa- 
ther" type certificate, designed 
to permit Andrews to con- 
tinue motor carrier operations 
as he had conducted them on 
and since April 1,1936. 


Yean later, in 1953, the 


Railway Commission's. Motor 
Transportation 
Department 


advised Andrews that it was 
their opinion that any ship- 
ment handled by Andrews 
which did not either originate 
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or terminate in Madison Coun- 
ty would be outside the scope 
of his territorial authority. 


Andrews contended that his 


1938 certificate did not prop- 
erly 
reflect 
the authority 


which the commission meant 
to grant, and petitioned for 
an order to correct the earlier 
order and certificate. 


The Railway Commission 


declined to change the word- 
ing of the certificate, and the 
State Supreme Court said the 
Railway Commission was not 
unreasonable or arbitrary in 
denying the Andrews petition.

LBJ Appealed 


A year ago, P r e s i d e n t 


Johnson made a personal ap- 
peal to a group of Southern 
Baptist leaders, emphasizing 
the special responsibility of 
the big, predominantly South- 
ern denomination in the civil 
rights cause. 


Earlier, the convention had 


declared church doors should 
b_ "open to all men a n d 
closed to none," and depicted 
racial pride and segregation 
as "an ofefnse to the Gospel."

At a White House confer- 


ence, topped by a working 
uncheon, Johnson and h i s 
juest reviewed a wide variety 
of world problems. 


The chancellor, in an appar-

coln's Nebraskaland parade 
Thursday. 


The prize-winning float has 


already been seen by hun 
dreds in parades last season 
and many more will get a 
look at such places as the 
North Platte Buffalo Bil 
parade and Cheyenne's Fron 
tier Days. 


Saddle clubs, the F r o n 


Street stage coach and manj 
other old west-style entrie 


will also make appearances 
in the downtown tour. 


Youngsters will have their 


jwn costume parade w i t h 
udging of their cowboy and 
ndian costumes.

He 
sees eight sure tricks, with 
not much prospect of getting 
a ninth. It would seem that 
his only chance of manufac- 
turing an additional trick is 
to lead the ace of spades in 
the hope that West was dealt 
the singleton jack and (hat a 
fourth spade trick will thus 
materialize. 


The chance that West wa< 


dealth the singleton jack i: 
rather remote, in view oj 
East's opening spade bid, but 
if this actually offered t h e 
only possibility of making the 
contract, South would have 
to play for it and hope for 
the best. 


However, there is a much 


better chance of making the 
hand and South should plan 
his play accordingly. Then 
is a reasonable possibility tha 
West has either the single 
ton eight or nine of spades 
in which case, with carefu 
play, a fourth spade trick 
can be developed. 


In line with this, Sout! 


cashes the king of clubs a 
trick three and then over 
takes the jack with th 
queen.

East must cover with the 


jack and South plays the 
ace, catching West's eight 
Declarer now plays the ten 
of clubs to the ace and re 
turns a low spade from dum 
my, successfully finessing the 
seven when East follows low 


Virtue is rewarded when 


South then plays the ace o 
spades and leads the care 
fully preserved six of club 
to the eight in order to casr 
trick number nine—the kin 
of spades. 


Admittedly, 
this line o 


play requires a c e r t a i 
amount of planning, but it i 
all quite logical. After al 
bridge is a logical game.

It would allow the state, if, 


it so desired, to base an in- 
come tax rate on the amount 
an individual or corporation 
pays to the federal govern- 
ment in income taxes. It does 
not adopt an income tax. 


For example, if a person 


paid $100 in federal taxes and 
the state rate was two per 
cent, he would pay $2 in states 
taxes. 


Most states w i t h income 


taxes base the rate on net in- 
come without regard to the 
amount individuals or corpor- 
ations pay in federal taxes. 


Would Simplify 


The bill, LB79, was spon- 


sored by Sen. Terry Carpen- 
ter of Scoltsbluff, who said it 
would simplify collection and:

the state level if Nebraska'

Opposition to the bill melted i

The U.S. Office of Education 
has approved a $ 282,743 grant 
to the University of Neb raska 
for a summer-term, on-and- 
off campus work-study pro­ 
gram, Rep. Clair Callan, D- 
Neb ., announced Friday. 
Larry Salmon, University 
financial aids advisor, s a i d 
that the grant will b e sub ­ 
tracted from the $ 1,116,000 to 
b e allocated for the n e x t 
academic year. 
The University has received 
$ 140,000 for the semester now 
coming to a close. 
Salmon said that the federal 
government pays for 90% of 
the program, which offers 
part-time job s to students to 
help pay for their education.

Airport Authority and the Lin­ 
coln Industrial Development 
Corp. with the cost for the re­ 
mainder of the study hopefully 
b eing shared with the federal 
government. 
‘Different Co mmunity ’ 
Forster told the group that 
Lincoln, without the air b ase, 
will b e a different community, 
that the status quo will b e 
tremendously disturb ed. 
He said that there will b e a 
period of readjustment a n d 
change, b ut the closing of the 
b ase “isn’t a tragedy, b ut a 
prob lem. 
“We eventually hope to have 
prepared plans for re-use of 
LAFB land and b uildings so 
there can b e made an asset 
out of what could b e a liab ili­ 
ty.” 
Forster said that the m o s t 
pressing prob lem is not what 
to do with the land, b ut the 
entire impact on the commnui- 
ty, economically and socially. 
He commented that his firm 
“has no formula for instant 
recovery, b ut can offer experi­ 
ence, time and know-how.” 
Info rmatio n Needed 
Forster said that it would 
first b e essential to develop
